Mrs. Bertha C.. aged 37 years, wife 
of Stephen S. Wolf, well known Ab­ 
bottstown blacksmith, was fatally in­ 
jured on Friday afternoon about 2 o’­ 
clock at Brush Run, on the Lincoln 
Highway, in sight; of her husband and 
sister, Mrs. Paul Moul, when she was 
struck by the automobile driven by 
Walter Rogers, of Hunt erst own, son of 
Henry Rodgers.

was an Irish immigrant, prospered a& 
a country storekeeper and was able 
to send his son to college.

As 
the ambulances, clanging loudly, roll­ 
ed by, the groans of the dying and 
badly injured were audible. The hor­ 
ror of the disaster settled like a pall 
over the jam of humanity and for the 
moment all thought of panic was lost. 
Those who were able to, united with 
the police and physicians in admin­ 
istering aid to the suffering.”

Another chapter in the checkered 


caresr of Dr. Theodore Kharas. pro- 
moter of several Adams county shirt 
factories and a bank a'c Mont Alto in 
1916 was written last week at Potts- 
ville. when he was arrested for ilx> al- 
ipRpfl embezzlement of $11,102 from 
the People's Trust Company, of Frack- 
vill-->. 
It H alleged that Dr. Kharas 


&ot possession of 'this sum in sub- 
scriptions for Ftock and refused 'to 
turn over the money. The defendant 
wa^- held under $1.000 bail for court. 
Dr. Kbaras says the case is merely 
one arising from bookkeeping figures 
and that the company owes him com- 
missions for selling stock and that 
this is the only amount in his posses- 
sion. 


In 1916, Dr. Kharas organized com- 


panies to manufacture shirts at Orr- 
tanna, Biglerville and Hampton. Pre- 
viously he had organized a bank and 
shirt factory at Mont Alto. The shirt 
factory 
at 
Orrtanna 
endured 
two 


months and went infco the hands of a 
receiver. At that tim-? he was the 
head of the Industrial Securities com- 
pany, of Harrisburg. The Mont Alto 
bank survived, but many of the stock 
holders in the sbirt factories lose 
money when the business was aban- 
doned.

But vre 
are seeing to it now that shipping 
board vessels get into port and get 
away again without unnecessary de- 
lay. The saving to the shipping board 
from this attention undoubtedly will 
be several hundred thousand dollars 
annually."

In 


midsummer 
the 
Bannock 
Indians 


travel a little-used trail to their danc- 
ing grounds. Between 800 and 1,000 of 
them gather yearly to worship the sun 


In the vast quiet of the evening 


when the hush has fallen over the sage 
brush and the sun is a great ball of 
red fire sinking behind the mountains, 
the dreary beat of their tomtoms and 
the low, ghostly chant of their song 
can be heard for miles. 
The sound 


grows in strength as one approaches 
until with a great burst of glaring 
cnmpflres and seeming confusion the 
camping grounds are reached. Indians 
in their rative garb are everywhere, 


hideous in their war paints and with 
glistening naked bodies. 


In the center of a corral made from 


limbs stands a pole. Back against the 
walls are the dancers and the chant- 
ers, and in rhythm to the beat of the 
tomtoms the dancer advances to the 
pole, eyes uplifted in worship. 


The young bucks who dance are not 


permitted to eat or drink for three 
days and are accompanied by the tom- 
toms beaten by the squaws. The dance 
Is a religious rite and festival of 
thanks to the gods for bountiful crops 
and herbs, streams full of fish and the 
sky full of fowls.

the United States from Khartum. Afri- 
ca, Sudan grass was being success- 
fully grown in nearly all parts of the 
United States. It does not serve well 
either as a "money crop" or a soil im- 
prover, hence it may never find a 
permanent place in regular crop rota- 
tions. It has, nevertheless, a very im- 
portant place in the farmer's second 
line of defense as a catch crop which 
can be planted to give 
satisfactory 


returns when conditions have brought 
failure to other hay crops. This is 
the verdict pronounced by the United 
States department of agriculture in 
Farmer's Bulletin 1126 
recently is- 


sued. 


Sudan grass Is replacing millet as 


the premier catch crop in many local- 
ities because of its ability to produce 
a fair yield and a high quality of 
hay under conditions of low rainfall; 
its rather short growing season, and 
its ability to thrive on a wide range 
of soil types. Large yields of Sudan 
grass are obtained only on good soils. 
but the grass fails completely only on 
cold, poprly drained land. 


Sudan Grass Produces Heavily. 
In California under irrigation Sudan 


grass has made yield* of 9.8 tons of 
field-cured hay an acre, when alfalfa 
produced but 8.3 tons under like con- 
ditions; it ordinarily yields about the 
same as alfalfa under irrigation in 
the Southwest, but Sudan grass gives 
its full crop in three cuttings against 
the four or five required for alfalfa. 
It is the only grass yet found which 
in this part of the United States ranks 
as the equal of alfalfa in point of 
yield and quality of the bay. Its rec- 
ord in this respert has lo-d to its u«e 
in "patching" old alfalfa fields when 
the stand of alfalfa has 
beon 
de- 


stroyed. In the southern groat plains 
where there is a low rainfall. Sudan 
grass en-own without irrisntion 
will 


yield from one to three tons of bay to 
the acre.

Expert Discusses This Important 
Section of Motorcar’s Nerv­ 
ous System. 


EXAMINE ALL CONNECTIONS 


Make Sure That All Wires Are Tight 
and That Insulation Is Not Worn 
Off at Any Spot, Thus Caus­ 
ing Short Circuit. 


The best way to locate any elec­ 
trical trouble Is to begin at one end 
of the Ignition system and make a 
6eries of tests in regular order. 
Be-’ 
gin first with the spark plugs under 
suspicion, writes W. II. Stewart, Jr., 
president of the Stewart Automobile 
^ h o o l, in an exchange. 


Moisture on the exposed part of the 
porcelain will often cause the engine 
to misfire, but this trouble on a wet 
day may be obviated by greasing the 
porcelain with vaseline.

traced to oil or particles of carbon col­ 
lecting between the points and sooting 
of the porcelain; points out of adjust­ 
ment or burned away.

Cause of Serious Missing, 


Moisture or grease on the surface

The presence 
of moisture may be explained by the 
fact that it is drawn In with the air 
through the radiator or may condense 
on the surface on a damp day.

Buenos Aires.—The United States 
shipping board has been defrauded of 
many thousands of dollars through 
practices which amount to “systematic 
fleecing” of shipping board vessels in 
the III ver Plate trade, according to re­ 
ports to the board by Oapt. G. L. Car­ 
den, special representative of the ship­ 
ping board emergency fleet in Buenos 
Aires,

Carden, 
accompanied 
by 
Captain of Engineers L. C. Farwell, 
arrived here a 0 month ago to take 
charge and protect the board's inter­ 
ests. 
“When I arrived here,” he said 
to the Associated Press correspondent 
“ship chandlers, repair men and others 
connected with the shipping industry 
seemed to be in a general agreement 
to mulct the shipping board vessels 
to the limit, 


“In receiving my orders I was told 
that while the board appreciated the 
fact that expenses of all sorts were 
high in Buenos Aires and Montevideo, 
still It felt that there must be some­ 
thing wrong when their vessels paid 
such prices, for Instance, as $4 a 
pound for butter. 


“It seems thjtf the practice was when 
a shipping board vessel appeared in 
the roads and signaled its desire to 
enter for those who had hopes of sell­ 
ing the vessels supplies to prepare for 
a plucking of the golden goose.

through port charges and lost time. 


“In all River Plate ports losses from 
this source have been very great, as 
well as those through overcharges for 
supplies, repairs and so forth. 
There 
is one case on record where an Amer­ 
ican ship was held up for months for 
repairs and charges totaling $300,000 
were piled up against her. 
But we 
are seeing to it now that shipping 
board vessels get Into port and get 
away again without unnecessary de­ 
lay. The saving to the shipping board 
from this attention undoubtedly will 
be several hundred thousand dollar» 
annually.”

Ancient Customs Carried Out 
Amid Weird Surroundings. 


Every Year In Midsummer Bannock 
Indians Go to Dancing Grounds 
for Rite of Thanks. 


Pocatello, 
Idaho.—Every 
year 
In 
midsummer 
the 
Bannock 
Indians 
travel a little-used trail to their danc­ 
ing grounds. Between 800 and 1,000 of 
them gather yearly to worship the sun. 


In the vast quiet of the evening, 
when the hush has fallen over the sage 
brush and the sun Is a great ball of 
red fire sinking behind the mountains, 
the dreary beat of their tomtoms and 
the low, ghostly chant of their song 
can be heard for miles. 
The sound 
grows In strength as one approaches 
until with a great burst of glaring 
campfires and seeming confusion the 
camping grounds are reached, Indians 


hideous in their w ar paints and with 
glistening naked bodies, 


In the center of a corral made from 
limbs stands a pole. Back against the 
walls are the dancers and the chant­ 
ers, and in rhythm to the beat of the 
tomtoms the dancer advances to the 
pole, eyes uplifted in worship. 


The young bucks who dance are not 
permitted to eat or drink for three 
days and are accompanied by the tom­ 
toms beaten by the squaws. The dance 
is a religious rite and festival of 
thanks to the gods for bountiful crops 
and herbs, streams full of fish and the 
sky full of fowls. 


Now and 
then one falls to the 
ground uuconscious from physical ex­ 
haustion and is carried to the side to 
recover.

SUDAN GRASS IS 
IMPORTANT CROP 


Now Being Successfully Grown 
In Nearly All Parts of the 
United States. 


HAS SHORT GROWING SEASON 


Gaining 
popularity 
Because 
of 
Iti 
Ability to Produce Fair Yield of 
Hay U n d e r Conditions of 
Low Rainfall. 


Ten years after Its introduction to 
the United States from Khartum, Afri­ 
ca» Sudan grass was being success­ 
fully grown in nearly all parts of the 
United States. 
It does not serve well 
either as a “money crop” or a soil im­ 
prover, hence it may never find a 
permanent place in regular crop rota­ 
tions. 
It has» nevertheless» a very im­ 
portant place in the farm er's second 
line of defense as a catch crop which 
can be planted to give satisfactory 
returns when conditions have brought 
failure to other hay crops, 
This is 
the verdict pronounced by the United 
States department of agriculture in 
F a n n e r’s Bulletin 112G recently is­ 
sued. 


Sudan grass Is replacing millet as 
the premier catch crop in many local­ 
ities because of its ability to produce 
a % 
fair yield and a high quality of 
hay under conditions of low rain fa ll; 
its rather short growing season, and 
its ability to thrive on a wide range 
of soil types. 
Large yields of Sudan 
grass are obtained only on good soils, 
but the grass fails completely only on 
cold, poprly drained land. 


Sudan Grass Produces Heavily, 


In California under irrigation Sudan 
grass hns made yields of 0.8 tons of 
field-cured hay nn acre, when alfalfa 
produced but 8.8 tons under like con­ 
ditions; it ordinarily yields about the 
same as alfalfa under irrigation in 
the Southwest, but Sudan grnss gives 
its full crop In three cuttings against 
the four or five required for alfalfa. 
It is the only grass yet found which 
in this part of the United States ranks 
as the equal of alfalfa in point 
of 
yield and quality of the hay. 
Its rec­ 
ord in this respect has Ic'd to its u*e 
in “patching’’ old alfalfa fields when 
the stand of nlfnlfa has 
been 
de­ 
stroyed. 
In the southern groat plains 
where there Is a low rainfall. Sudan 
grass grown without irrigation 
will 
yield from one to three tons of hay to 
the acre. 


There 
are 
certain 
parts 
of 
the 
United States where the departm ent 
of agriculture considers it unwise to 
depend* on Sudan grass for hay. 
This 
is true of the strip of territory 200 
miles 
wide 
along 
the 
northern 
ouundary: the regions of high alti- 
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Sudan 
Grass Grown 
In 
Rows and

tudes in the western states; and also 
most of Florida and a narrow strip of 
land along the gull’ coast. 
Low tem­ 
peratures prevent success with 
the 
grass In the first two regions named, 
and 
disease is the limiting factor 
along the gulf coast. 
In a majority of 
the central and southern states, how­ 
ever, climatic and soil conditions are 
favorable to Sudan grass. 


Although Sudan grass Is best adapt­ 
ed by nature to use as a hay crop, it 
Is also used with great success as a 
soiling and pasture crop for summer 
pastures. 
Its use as a silage m ate­ 
rial Is limited by the fact that it is 
ensily made Into hay and fed as such 
with very little waste, and also be­ 
cause corn.and sorghum both outyleld 
it and are generally available through­ 
out the region where Sudan grass is 
grown. 


High Feeding Value. 


The feeding value of Sudnn grass 
Is equal to timothy hay. 
In localities 
* here soy beans or cowpeas do well 
♦hese legumes may be grown in mix­ 
tures with the Sudan grass. 
Such a 
Mixture produces a 
hay 
of 
higher 
feeding value than the grass alone, 
because of the high protein content of 
the legumes, 


Syrian grass hybridizes freely with 
the sorghums. 
It Is necessary, there­ 
fore, if pure seed is produced, to have 
the Sudan grass field at some distance 
from any sorghums, otherwise it will 
result In a mongrel crop the follow­ 
ing year.

NEAR WRECK AT TIME 
When the explosion on Wall street. 
Now York city, occurred Thursday. 
B. P. Topper, of the B. P, Topper 
cigar manufacturing 
firm. McSher- 
rystown, was seated in a building less 
than two blocks away from the scene 
of disastei*. Mr. Topper returned on 
Thursday night and gave a brief reci­ 
tal cff the events, 
“Immediately after the explosion, 
panic-stricken 
crowds 
Jammed 
the 
narrow s*treets, surging like a tide, 
away from the spot where many lay 
dead and injured. All semblance of 
order was lost until the arrival of po­ 
lice, reseiwes, soldiers, doctors and 
nurses, and then the crowd, Impelled 
by curiosity and anxiety, filled the 
streets In every direction, trying to 
get a glimpse of the wreckage. A 
human chain was formed around the 
immediate vicinity ol! the explosion 
to keep back the curious thousands. 
'*I was unable to get closer than 
one hundred yards from the banking 
buildini? of J. P. Morgan, but even at 
that distance, the bodies of a number 
of the dead were plainly visible. As 
the ambulances, clanging loudly, roll­ 
ed by, the groans of the dying and 
badly injured were audible. The hor­ 
ror of the disaster settled like a pall 
over the jam of humanity a.nd for the 
moment all thought of panic was lost. 
Those who were able to, united with 
the police and physicians in admin­ 
istering aid to the suffering.'*

Her life was saved 
by drinking large quantities of milk and 
she will recover. 
The cause of the act is 
said to have been brooding over a letter 
sent her which demanded her former name. 
During the summer of 1917 it is alleged, 
Mary Glass became attached to a private 
soldier and, after going together a short 
time, t h i pair were supposed to have been 
married and settled down in Gettysburp. 
Later the supposed husband became pro- 
moted to a sergeant and then to lieuten- 
ant and was sent overseas for duty in 
France 
While away from Gettysburg, 
the Lieutenant, it is said, sent regular 
monthly allotments to Mary Glass, and 
she was known in Gettysburg by the name 
of her supposed husband in France. A few 
months ago, however, it is alleged, she 
married a private named Samuel Cecil 
who is stationed as an army cook in Wash- 
ington. 
On Wednesday it is said, Mrs 
Cecil received an order from the govern- 
ment at Washington to send her former 
name for the facilitation of making out 
certain accounts. 
The fear of her former 
affair being discovered is said to have been 
the cause of her attempted suicide. 
Mrs. 
Cecil swallowed the asperin tablets be- 
tween 10 and 11 o'clock on "Wednesday 
night, the story goes, and a call was at 
once sent for her father and brother. 
Her 
father ran to her home and the brother fur 
a doctor. A person attracted to the house 
by a commotion advised the instant drink- 
ing of a quantity of milk which counter- 
acted the poison and, in all probability, 
prevented a fatality. 


Biglerville Boy Decapitated. 


Ralph Gettier, 20 years old, of Bigler- 
ville, was instantly killed Saturday night 
at 11 o'clock when he stepped in front of

When you have eliminated the .spark 
plug, examine all wiring and termlral 
connections, making sure that all wires 
Rre tight and that the Insulation isn't 
worn off at any place, thus causing 
short circuits. 
Next open the dis- 
tributor case and see if there is any 
dirt or carbon dust. 
If the trouble 
fs hero it can be eliminated by wiping 
with a clean rag. 
But If It Is yet 
undiscovered then perhaps the misfir- 
ing is caused by the contact points be- 
ing pitted. 
These should be cleaned 
and adjusted very accurately accord- 
ing to Instructions of the manufactur- 
er. 
Also make sure that the tappet 
spring 
has not 
weakened 
or

broken. 
Remember that this spring 
Is under a constant strain and it will 
beiir watching.

Bulletin 
1120 
recently 
Is- 
sued. 


Sudan grass Is re^ilacing millet 
as 
the premier catch crop in many local- 
ities because of its ability to produce 
a f f a i r 
yield and 
a 
high quality 
of 
hay under conditions of low rainfall; 
Its rather short growing season, and 
its ability to thrive on a wide range 
of soil types. 
Large yields of Sudan 
grass are obtained only on good soils, 
but the grass fails completely only on 
cold, poprly drained land. 


Sudan Grass Produces 
Heavily. 


In California under irrigation Sudan 
gi'nss has made yields of 0.8 tons of 
field-cured 
hay nn acre, when 
alfalfa 
produced but 8.3 tons under like con- 
ditions; it ordinarily yields about the 
same 
ns alfalfa 
under 
irrigation 
in 
the Southwest, hut Sudan grass gives 
Its full crop in three cuttings against 
the four or five required for alfalfa. 
It is the only grass yet found which 
in this part of the United States ranks 
as the equal -of alfalfa 
in point

yield and quality of the hny.

ord In this respect has led to Its u'^e
